Council To Investigate) 4 
WPA Costs, Determine: 
Whether Work Will Be 
Carried on as Before. 


Hapeville’s inquiry into its 
$283,000 WPA street improvement 
program, halted last week because 
of “excessive costs,” will get un- 
der way tonight as city council 
meets at 7:30 o’clock to look into 
costs and operations during the 
past five months. 

According to city engineers and 
street department officials, only 
little over one mile of street pav- 
ing has been partially completed 
since the project began September 
1. The total cost to date, Hape- 
ville officials said, has been $7,- 
200 from the city, and $32,000 
from WPA sources. 

The original contract, it was 
said, called for the paving of 23 
streets, or about 22 miles. The city 
earmarked $9,000 as its share of | 
the expense, but called the proj- ; 
ect to a halt Thursday when it! 
became apparent that the local 
burden would exceed the ear-| 
marked sum.

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National Inventory 

It is doubtful if any national statistic has, 
during the past few years, been more familiar 
to the average person in the United States than 
the total of unemployed. Unemployment and its 
Sister, public relief, constitute the greatest 
problem of the day in this country and all 
other national problems seem, somehow or 
other, to be directly linked to this. 

Little has been said, however, regarding the 
other side of the national work picture. Statis- 
tics as to the number gainfully employed have 
been. almost entirely ignored in our preoccupa- 
tion with the out-of-works. 

Now, however, the opportunity is at hand 
when it will be possible to compare employ- 
ment totals, as well as unemployment figures. 
The United States is about to take its census 
for 1940. Noses will be counted and we shall 
know, when all the figures are compiled, just 
how many of use there are. But we shall know a 
lot of other things, too. 

For the census takers, this time, are asking 
a lot of questions never asked in any previous 
census. Incidentally, it behooves each one of us 
to answer as fully as possible. The information 
is important when it is totaled, but the individ- 
ual information cannot be used by anyone, in 
any individual way. 

Prior to the main census which begins April 
1, Uncle Sam is already at work on a business 
census which will, it is believed, furnish infor- 
mation of high value to every type of business 
or industry, to every firm which wishes to use 
the compilation of figures. 

Among the questions to be answered is that 
one concerning the total of those gainfully em- 
ployed. 

It has been found, in previous census-tak- 
ings, that approximately 40 per cent of the in- 
habitants of this country are gainfully em- 
ployed. This is exclusive of married women 
whose listing is “housewife.” It does include 
however, those engaged in domestic service for 
hire. : 

This was true in 1930, as in previous years. 
Inasmuch as the tote! population of the nation 
in 1930 was 122,000,099, this means there were 
approximately 48,000000 gainfully employed 
that year. 

Undoubtedly there have been drastic social 
and economic changes during the past 10 years. 
More women than ever before have entered 
commercial and industrial employment. The 
improvement of the machine has, it is con- 
ceded, reduced the demand for human labor 
in some industries. The fewer hours in the 
work week has, on the other hand, tended to 
increase the number of those employed. The 
desire for wage-paying jobs has spread into 
Classes of society which formerly never thought 
of seeking such employment. 

There will be food for serious thought when 
the figures on those gainfully employed in this 
year of 1940 are finally known. If, as seems 
probable, it is shown that a greater proportion 
of the population is gainfully employed now, 
than was in 1930, in 1920 or 1910, the signifi- 
cance of the unemployment statistics will un- 
dergo a change. 

For it would then be evident that unemploy- 
ment is not due so much to lack of jobs, as to 
a greater demand for the jobs available.

112 Lives Saved 


Georgia, which ranked as one of the most 
dangerous states in the union, insofar as high- 
way fatalities are concerned, as recently as 
1937, rose to third place among all the states 
for 1939. This magnificent achievement came 
about through a 14 per cent reduction in fatali- 
ties for 1939, following a similar reduction in 
1938. 

The only states ranking ahead of Georgia 
in percentage of improvement for 1939 are 
Utah, with 24 per cent, and New Hampshire, 
with 18 per cent. While 26 states showed re- 
duced fatalities, there were, for the nation 
as a whole, slightly more deaths in 1939 than 
in 1938, when-the toll was 32,600. However, 
automobile travel increased 6 per cent last year, 
with 4 per cent more cars on the roads. 

That a large proportion of the Georgia 
improvement must be credited to Atlanta and 
Fulton county need not detract from the 
achievement of the state as a whole. There 
were 27 traffic deaths in Atlanta last year, 
compared to 56 in 1938. 

These figures are the most complete refuta- 
tion of any possible criticism, either inside the 
state or from other places, of Georgia’s automo- 
tive traffic regulations and their enforcement. 
It is evident that the adoption of the new speed 
limit of 55 m. p. h. on the open highway and 
25 m. p. h. within Atlanta city limits con- 
tributed much to the safety of the roads and 
the streets. 

Enforcement in the state, by the highway 
patrol, has been uniformly courteous, yet im- 
placable. Complaints must arise only from 
those who, if unregulated, would drive so as 
to make the highways unsafe both for them- 
selves and others. 

Some of the enforcement of minor regula- 
tions in Atlanta has caused a little irritation. 
Yet, on the whole, the local traffic police have 
done a grand job and the vital statistics are 
all they need to answer all critics. 

If this rate of improvement is kept up it 
will not be long until both city and state rank 
as the safest in the country, in this respect. 

Incidentally Atlanta, with a traffic death 
rate for 1939 of 10 fatalities per 100,000 of 
population, was surpassed in safety only by 
Providence, R. I., with 5.5, and Kansas City, 
with 7.8 deaths per 100,000.

Aside 
from his annoying use of the most overworked 
adjective in American press-agentry, the list 
might be better labeled “ten capable women whose 
work deserves wider notice,” although Eleanor 
Roosevelt and Bette Davis are already well known, 
and it is doubtful if Elsa Maxwell, designer of 
fantastic parties for the ultra-rich. deserves as 
much publicity as she has received. The other 
seven are all excellent, even distinguished women, 
contributing in various ways to science, literature, 
arts and commerce, but anybody who attempted 
to place them above a hundred other capable 
women would be hard put to justify his choice.
